«RAIN. 


KATE 


The announcement that the Central 


Pacific Railroad has reduced the rate ou 
grain from Nevada to tide-water from 
$28 to $6 and $5 per ton is being tele- 
graphed all orer the country as a great 
thing. The reduction ia of no particu- 
lar benefit to the agricultural interests 
of this State. A $5 rate is equivalent 
to a quarter of n cent per pound, and as 
wheat is selling in California for 1% 
cents per pound, our farmers would 
only receive 1%, and that price is not a 
sufficient one. But the farmer who pays 
the railroad company a quarter and 
ships to Oalifornin really loses half a 
cent per pound, for Nevada wheat com- 
mands 2 cents per pound at Reno, nnd 
the Reno mills will take the entire pro- 
duct of the State at that price. All the 
wheat produced in Nevada can be man- 
ufactured into flour at home, and there 
is no necessity of shipping away from 
home, as long as there is not a surplus. 
If the railroad wants to do a meritori- 
ous deed let it give the farmers of Blko 
and Hnmboldt county a fair rate to 
Reno. Or if it really desires to do a 
good deed let it reduce the rate on po- 
tatoes from Nevada to California, and 
then oar farmers can make something. 
The so-called reduction on wheat was 
more for the purpose of enabling 700 
toni away down in Mono county to 
come over the C. & C. and V. & T. and 
reach San Francisco for an immediate 
sale, than anything else. Mr. Fog us, 
here at Reno, would have taken the lot 
in installments of 100 tons per month, 
but the owners were anxious to sell in 
a lump.
